A Flare for the Dramatic 


DENVER I Scientists on Tuesday warned that 
a spectacular eruption on the surface of the 
Sun could disrupt communications on Earth 
beginning as early as midday Wednesday. 

“It’s headed straight for us like a freight 
train,” said John Kohl, a solar astrophysi- 
cist at the Harvard- Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics in Cambridge, Mass. “This is 
the real thing.” 

The explosion of gas and charged particles 
from the corona, the outermost layer of the 


sun’s atmosphere, isn’t harmful to people. 
But it can knock out satellite communica- 
tions. Similar solar events in recent years 
have disrupted television transmissions, GPS 
navigation, oil pipeline controls and even the 
flow of electricity along power lines. 

Scientists observed the biggest such explo- 
sion in 30 years Tuesday, less than a week after 
another large eruption. It produced a cloud 13 
times larger than Earth, hurtling through space 
at more than 1 million miles per hour, (ap) 


Wildfires 

Continue 

Unabated 

At least 17 dead as blazes 
spread to outskirts of L.A. 

SAN DIEGO I Firefighters beat back flames on 
Los Angeles’s doorstep Tuesday, saving hun- 
dreds of homes in the city’s San Fernando 
Valley. But exhausted firefighters were pulled 
back in San Diego County even though two 
devastating blazes threatened to merge. 

At least 17 people have died and nearly 
1,600 homes have been destroyed in the 10- 
plus wildfires that started Oct. 21. 

“This is a total disaster,” Calif. Gov. Gray 
Davis said. “It reminds me of when I was in 
Vietnam, communities were burned out.” 

Winds subsided enough Tuesday to let 
pilots douse an area outside San Fernando 
Valley with water and fire retardant. But offi- 
cials were worried about “crowning,” where 
flames leap from one treetop to another. 

“If that occurs, we don’t have the capabil- 
ity to put those fires out,” U.S. Forest Service 
spokeswoman Carol Beckley said. “It will be

Nations With Unpaid Parking 
Tickets Could Lose Some Aid 

Countries whose diplomats fail to 
pay their parking tickets could lose 
part of their foreign aid under a mea- 
sure approved by the U.S. Senate 
Tuesday. The amendment would 
reduce a country’s foreign aid pack- 
age by whatever that country owes 
in unpaid tickets, plus an addition- 
al 10 percent penalty. The measure 
would apply to tickets and fines 
incurred in New York City and 
Washington, D.C., from April 1, 
1997, to Sept. 30, 2003. (ap)

A terror defendant accused of plot- 
ting to cut through the cables that 
support New York’s Brooklyn Bridge 
was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
Tuesday by a judge who refused to 
let him withdraw his guilty plea. 
According to prosecutors, Iyman 
Faris, 34, traveled to Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, carrying out low-level 
missions for terrorists. He also was

U.S. Unveils System to Check 
Foreign Visitors’ Identities 

The public got its first look Tuesday 
at fingerprinting and photo equip- 
ment that will be installed at 115 
airports and 14 seaports to check 
identities of millions of foreign visi- 
tors. The equipment, which goes into 
use Jan. 5, will allow inspectors to 
check identities of visitors against 
those on terrorist watch lists.

Fires Push Crews to Breaking Point 


Calif, crews assume defensive stance against blazes 


MOUNT BALDY VILLAGE, CALIF. | 
The wind- driven wildfires burn- 
ing across Southern California 
have pushed firefighters “to the 
breaking point,” forcing them to 
abandon direct attacks on some 
of the most destructive blazes in 
the state’s history. 

More than 10,000 firefight- 
ers drawn from around the West 
were at work Tuesday, battling 
10 major fires that have burned 
across more than a half-million 
acres. But the erratic nature of the 
wind-whipped fires have left crews 
unable to contain the flames as their 
battle entered its second week. 

“We’ve never had in my career 
anything this widespread. It’s push- 
ing our people and resources to the 
breaking point,” said Santa Barbara 
County Fire Department Battalion 
Chief Ed Rodriguez, a 26 -year fire- 
fighting veteran. 


In the cases of the largest fires, 
firefighters have abandoned the 
offensive, leaving them to focus on 
protecting buildings. 

That defensive strategy has kept 
firefighters from making a direct 
attack on the largest blazes. 

Adding to the challenge are hun- 
dreds of thousands of trees killed 
by drought and invading bark bee- 
tles in the mountains east of Los 
Angeles, home to tens of thousands 
of people. 

The trees, brittle and brown, are 
like stands of kindling, igniting eas- 
ily and burning quickly. 

Strong Santa Ana winds have 
propelled the fires quickly into 
populated areas. 

They also have kept air tankers 
repeatedly grounded in recent days, 
keeping one of the most lethal weap- 
ons against fire out of the battle.

Teachers Cheat 
To Help Students 
Pass Tough Tests 

ALBANY, N.Y. | High- stakes standard- 
ized testing has led to high-level 
cheating — by teachers trying to 
gain an advantage for their students. 

From 1999 through the spring 
of 2002, New York education offi- 
cials found 21 proven cases of 
teacher cheating from Buffalo to 
Long Island, according to records 
obtained under the state Freedom 
of Information Law. 

Teachers have read off answers 
during a test, sent students back 
to correct wrong answers, pho- 
tocopied secure tests for use in 
class, inflated scores and peeked 
at questions then drilled those top- 
ics in class before the test, accord- 
ing to records obtained by the 
Associated Press, (ap)

Bush Blames Terrorists for Iraq Strikes 


WASHINGTON | President Bush 
blamed both loyalists to Saddam 
Hussein and foreign terrorists for 
the recent rash of devastating attacks 
in and around Baghdad. 

“Basically what they’re trying to 
do is cause people to run,” he told 
a Rose Garden news conference 
Tuesday. “That’s what terrorists do.” 

Speaking after a new wave of sui- 
cide bombings, Bush said the United 
States was working closely with Syria 
and Iran to prevent foreign fighters 
from entering Iraq and was stepping 
up border patrols. 


On another subject, Bush said 
he was prepared to sign a bill ban- 
ning certain late -term abortions 
but was unwill- 
ing to go further. 

“I don’t think the 
culture has changed 
to the extent that the 
American people or 
the Congress would 
totally ban abor- 
tions,” the president said. 

However, the president did 
call on Congress to pass Medicare 
reform and an energy bill, and he 


insisted that the Senate take up- 
or-down votes on his nominees to 
fill vacancies on the federal, district 
and circuit courts. 

The president also said his broth- 
er, Florida Gov. Jeb Bush, “made the 
right decision” in ordering a feeding 
tube reinserted in a severely brain- 
damaged woman in a contentious 
right-to-life case, terence hunt (ap)

Too Much TV May Slow Learning to Read 


WASHINGTON | Children who live 
in homes where the television 
is on most of the time may have 
more trouble learning to read 
than other kids, a study released 
Tuesday says. 

The report, based on a survey 
of parents, also found that kids 6 
months to 6 years of age spend 
about two hours a day watching 


television, playing video games or 
using computers. That’s roughly the 
same amount of time they spend 
playing outdoors and three times 
as long as they spend reading or 
being read to. 

The study, by the Kaiser Family 
Foundation and Children’s Digital 
Media Centers, found about one- 
third of children 6 and younger have 


TVs in their rooms and a similar 
proportion live in homes where a 
television is on most or all of the 
time. In those “heavy TV house- 
holds,” 34 percent of children ages 
4 to 6 can read, compared with 56 
percent in homes where the TV is 
on less often. 

The report found that 27 percent 
of 4 -to -6 -year- olds use a computer 
each day, spending an average of one 
hour at the keyboard, (ap) 
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Bush’s EPA Nominee 
Wins Senate Approval 


WASHINGTON | Utah Gov. Mike 
Leavitt easily won Senate confir- 
mation Tuesday to become head 
of the Environmental Protection 
Agency after Senate Democrats 
sharply critical of the Bush admin- 
istration backed down in the face 
of an overwhelming Republican 
show of force. 

The Senate voted 88-8 to hand 
Leavitt the reins of the 18,000- 
employee agency. President Bush’s 
nomination of Leavitt was helped 
by the Utah Republican’s three 
terms as governor, during which 
he forged personal relationships 
with many Democrats who also 
were governors. 

After weeks of efforts by some 
Senate Democrats to block or 
delay the confirmation, only eight 
Democrats voted against Leavitt. 

One of them, Sen. Frank 


Lautenberg of New Jersey, said 
he wanted more time to hear from 
congressional researchers about 
Leavitt’s record in Utah and whether 
he “shares the same disregard for” 
the environment he said was shown 
by President Bush. 

Sen. James Inhofe (R-Okla.) who 
chairs the Senate Environment and 
Public Works Committee, said, how- 
ever, that opponents were “misrep- 
resenting the Bush administration’s 
progress” on the environment and 
distorting Leavitt’s record. 

Leavitt was nominated in August 
to fill the vacancy left by Christie 
Whitman’s departure in late June. 

Leavitt has promised to pro- 
mote “a higher and more mean- 
ingful level of cooperation and the 
application of new technologies” to 
protect the nation’s environment.

Standardized 
Driver’s Ed. Rules 


WASHINGTON | National driver 
education standards should be 
adopted so teenagers everywhere 
receive uniform training before hit- 
ting the road on their own, traffic 
safety experts said Tuesday. 

Teens make up 6.6 percent of all 
drivers but are involved in 14 per- 
cent of all fatal accidents and 16 
percent of all crashes, according to 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration’s Sean McLaurin. A 
total of 6,724 teens ages 15 and older 
died in crashes involving a teen driv- 
er in 2002, up from 6,457 in 2001. 

Driver education is a hodgepodge, 
sometimes taught in schools and 
sometimes by private companies, 
said retired NHTSA researcher 
Jim Nichols.

Bush blames Hussein 
loyalists, foreigners for 
deadly attacks in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A car bomb explod- 
ed Tuesday in the flashpoint city of 
Fallujah, killing at least four people. 
The attack came a day after three 
dozen people died in a wave of sui- 
cide bombings in the Iraqi capital. 
U.S. officials said one of Baghdad’s 
three deputy mayors was killed in 
a hit-and-run shooting. 

The attacks raised fears that a 
strengthened insurgency is increas- 
ingly targeting Iraqis who work 
with the U.S. -led coalition as well 
as international groups that had 
considered themselves at less risk. 


Meanwhile, insurgents fired on 
a U.S. military base and convoy in 
two northern cities Tuesday. 

Coalition officials reported little 
progress in determining who was 
behind Monday’s car bombings in 
Baghdad. President Bush blamed 
both loyalists to Saddam and for- 
eign terrorists for the attacks in 
and around Baghdad, including a 
rocket barrage on a hotel Sunday 
that killed a U.S. lieutenant colonel 
and wounded 18 others.

Afghanistan 

Agency acknowledges 
its third and fourth 
casualties since 9/11 

WASHINGTON I Two contractors 
working for the CIA were killed 
in an ambush in Afghanistan, the 
agency said Tuesday. 

William Carlson, 43, of Southern 
Pines, N.C., and Christopher Glenn 
Mueller, 32, of San Diego, were 
“tracking terrorists” in eastern 
Afghanistan when they were killed 
Saturday, the CIA said in a state- 
ment. Their names can be released 
without compromising ongoing 
operations, the statement said. 

The pair was working for the 
Directorate of Operations, which 
conducts clandestine intelli- 
gence-gathering and covert oper- 
ations. Both were veterans of mili- 
tary special operations forces, the 
CIA said. 

They are the third and fourth 
operatives that the agency has 
acknowledged have been killed in 
the line of duty since Sept. 11. (ap)

Conflicting accounts of Tuesday’s 
meeting of the PLO leadership cast 
uncertainty over the situation, 
however. While two officials who 
attended the meeting said Qureia 
had accepted Arafat’s offer, the 
prime minister said he had not 
received a formal invitation. 

Qureia currently heads an emer- 
gency cabinet; its term expires Nov. 
4. There had been uncertainty over 
whether Qureia, upset by arguments 
with Arafat over control of the secu-

U.S. Pressures China on Trade Access 


B E I J I N G I Commerce Secretary Don 
Evans said he warned China’s pre- 
mier Tuesday that the U.S. will 
“vigorously enforce” its trade laws 
if Beijing fails to move faster to open 
its markets to foreign competitors. 

Evans’s warning came amid 
mounting U.S. pressure for China 


to meet commitments made 
when it joined the World Trade 
Organization in 2001.

Court to Decide if Ministers 
Liable for Mad Cow Deaths 

A prosecutor on Tuesday asked a 
French court to decide whether four 
former agriculture ministers can be 
held responsible in the deaths of peo- 
ple who ate beef tainted by mad cow 
disease.

Alleged Al Qaeda Members 
Won’t Be Handed Over to U.S. 

Iran on Tuesday rejected a U.S. 
demand to hand over senior al 
Qaeda operatives, saying the ter- 
ror suspects would stand trial in 
Iranian courts, state-run radio 
reported. The United States called 
the rejection an indication Iran 
is “supporting terrorism.” The al 
Qaeda operatives are believed to 
have fled to Iran from neighbor- 
ing Afghanistan during and after 
the Taliban’s fall in 2001. (ap)

In Protest at Singer’s Concert

Baby is burned to death 
after police set fire to 
5 houses, witnesses say 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I Forthe sec- 
ond straight day, police searched a 
slain gang leader’s slum neighbor- 
hood for armed leaders of a pro- 
test movement that has paralyzed 
Haiti’s west coast. 

Witnesses said police raided the 
seaside Raboteau slum in Gonaives 
and burned five houses after they 
swept the area. In one of the houses, 
a one-month-old girl was burned to 
death, Radio Metropole reported. 

It was the second day of violent 
police raids initiated in retaliation 


for an attack on the Gonaives police 
station Sunday. At least two offi- 
cers were wounded and a teenage 
girl was shot and killed during the 
attack that was staged by followers 
of Amiot Metayer. 

Metayer’s followers have been 
staging violent anti-government 
protests calling for the resigna- 
tion of President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide since Metayer’s bullet- 
riddled body was found Sept. 22. 
The gang leader was once a fervent 
supporter of Aristide but his follow- 
ers turned after his death. 

At least 12 people have been 
killed and 35 wounded in a month 
of protests in Gonaives, northwest of 
Port-au-Prince, michael norton (ap)

Regulators Allege

BOSTON I State and federal regula- 
tors accused Putnam Investments 
and two of its former investment 
officers of fraud Tuesday, the first 
formal allegations of wrongdoing by 
a mutual fund company — rather 
than individuals — in what is rap- 
idly becoming a major scandal for 
a once pristine industry. 

The civil actions by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission and the 
Massachusetts Securities Division 
allege that Boston-based Putnam 
improperly allowed six employees, 
including four fund managers, to 
make market-timing trades using 
funds they oversaw and information 
not available to the public. 

The complaints named two of 
the managers: Omid Kamshad 


and Justin Scott, of Putnam’s 
International Core Equity Group 
and International Equities Group 
respectively. Authorities said further 
action might still be taken against 
the four other employees alleged to 
have participated in the trading. 

In a statement, Putnam said inter- 
nal surveillance had identified most 
market timing and that it did not act 
fraudulently.

The newly unmasked ste- 
roid causing a furor in athletics is 
an illegal drug, not a dietary sup- 
plement, and poses some serious 
health risks to people who use it, 
the Food and Drug Administration 
warned Tuesday. 

U.S. drug authorities first 
learned about the steroid, called 
THG, this summer. It apparent- 
ly was designed specifically to be 
undetectable by the standard test 
given to athletes. 

Sprinter Dwain Chambers of 
Britain has admitted taking it. 
Also, dozens of athletes have been 
subpoenaed to testify before a fed- 
eral grand jury probing a California 
lab. Now armed with a THG test, 
sports organizations are scrambling 
to retest athletes and decide what

The teen stars of 
‘Elephant’ recognize 
the killers they play 

ROUNDTABLE I Gus Van Sant’s 
latest movie may derive its title, 
“Elephant,” from the proverb about 
a problem so big it’s easier to ignore 
than to confront, but the three stu- 
dent-actors who star in the fiction- 
al version of the Columbine High 
School shootings insist that people 
their age will not ignore the film or 
the issues it raises. 

Love the movie or hate it, kids 
will pay attention, said 17-year- 
olds John Robinson, Nathan 
Tyson and Carrie Finklea. None 
of the teens had acted in a film 
before “Elephant.” 

Winner of the best-picture award 
at this year’s Cannes Film Festival, 
“Elephant” was made in Portland 
using mostly student- actors and 
filmed in an unused high school. 

Van Sant incorporated the cast’s 
suggestions and experiences into 
a loose script, allowing room for 
improvisation. “That was probably 
my favorite thing, being able to have 
all the input into the things we were 
doing,” Robinson said. 

The director said he began plan- 
ning the movie shortly after the 
Columbine High School shootings 
in Colorado in 1999 that left 14 stu- 
dents and one teacher dead. 

“The story we’re telling is a reac- 
tion to the things I saw in the jour- 


nalistic coverage of the Columbine 
massacre,” Van Sant said. “It’s more 
of a poetic interpretation.” 

The director wanted to explore 
the cause of teen violence and found 
there was no simple explanation. 
His actors believe most people will 
be equally flummoxed. 

“I think just about everybody in 
the back of their heads is search- 
ing for an answer,” Tyson said. “And 
also thinking to themselves, what 
would be the cause, what would 
be something that I could do that 
would push somebody over the edge 
to go shoot up an entire school?” 


News coverage of violence also 
bothers the students; they said that 
seeing how media coverage of vio- 
lent events differs from city to city 
has changed their perspective. 

One thing that Van Sant said 
struck him during filming was 
the notion that baby boomers who 
came of age during the countercul- 
ture revolution have urged a new 
generation to conform. 

The student- actors agree. 


“It’s like a ladder that you build 
up,” Robinson said. “Your first step 
is to get into the advanced math 
class in sixth grade, and if you don’t 
get into that you won’t do well in 
high school.” 

“And you won’t amount to any- 
thing,” Tyson added. “What a lot of 
students fail to understand is there’s 
a whole life way after high school.”

I bought a new car six months ago. 

It has an indicator to tell you when 
to change the oil. Right now the car 
has 5,000 miles on it and the indi- 
cator hasn’t gone off yet. Should I 
trust this gadget or just go ahead 
and change the oil? Most of the 
miles are from a four-mile com- 
mute through town. 

Change the oil, change the oil, 
change the oil. Short trips are the 
worst on oil. If it were my car, I 
would change it at 3,000 miles or 
three months. Oil is cheap, engines 
are expensive. 

Manual transmission flushing: How 
often does this need to be done? 

Manual transmissions are not 
flushable. The fluid should be 
changed at the same interval that 
an automatic would be flushed: two 
years or 24,000 miles. The excep- 
tion would be on those rare manual 
transmissions that use gear oil as a 
lubricant. Most manuals use auto- 
matic transmission fluid. 


I have a 2000 Nissan Sentra that a 
friend accidentally filled with die- 
sel fuel two years ago. It only ran 
for a few seconds before turning 
off automatically. I had the engine 
flushed and it hasn’t had a problem 
since. But could there be any long- 
term damage to the engine or other 
parts? 

Not one thing. No problem, 
nothing to worry about. 

If you had about $4,000 to $4,500 
to spend on a used car and were 
just hoping for reasonably reliable 
transportation for two years, what 
would be some of your choices? 

Chevrolet Prizm, Toyota Corolla, 
Honda Accord, Ford Taurus, Ford 
Escort. Your primary concern 
should be condition, condition, 
condition. I would much rather 
have the less reliable Ford Escort 
in good condition than the impec- 
cable Prizm in lousy condition.

AIR TRAVEL I More and more airline 
passengers are taking matters into 
their own hands. They print board- 
ing passes at home; they make a 
dash for a kiosk when they get to 
the airport. And the airlines are 
loving it. 

While these do-it-yourself 
types are still a minority, their 
growing ranks are a boon to the 
airlines. These customers are help- 
ing to make airport operations both 
cheaper and more efficient. 

Airline executives say customers 
who prefer dealing with an agent 
will always have that option. But 
the industry is certainly doing 
everything it can to win converts: 
Carriers are offering bonus fre- 
quent-flier miles for people who 
buy tickets or check-in online, 
and they’re pulling agents from 
behind counters to steer passen- 
gers toward the kiosks as soon as 
they get to the airport.
